In the mid{t of our fufferings, it is, however, fome confola- 
tion to fee, that the mult exthufaffic of thofe contenders for the | 
welfare of America, haye, in an hour of danger, deferted the 
high offices they held. under the Crown, to gratify their private 
refentments: ‘[hofe who {till remain, or have facceeded them, 
are faid to be men of abilitics :-- it is to be hoped of integrity. 
‘The interefts of their country, we may prefume, is the dbjcct of 
their inientions- With them we may yet find, that the welfare 
of Great Britain, and her internal profperiry, is preferred to the 
interefls of any foreiga power whatever.
